C h a ra c te r is the test, n o t c irc u m ­ 
stan ces or condition. 
It tr a in s yo ung 
people not sim ply to w o rk for but w ith 
others, and detests th a t social or in ­ 
tellectual snobbery 
th a t 
looks down 
upon, or patronizes, 
those 
who lack 
money or education. 
These yo ung disciples took th eir o ath 
of allegiance, the pledge, they inscribed 
on their banner. “ F o r Christ and the 
C h u rch ,” and took for th eir mottoes, 
w hich ex press the spirit of th eir service, 
these: 
“ Not to he m inistered unto, h u t 
to m in ister,“ “ W e 
are 
laborers to ­ 
g ether witfi God," “ One is yo ur M a s ­ 
ter, even Christ, an d all ye are b r e th ­ 
ren.” 
Additions to the Church. 
D u rin g the p as t 
y ea r 
175.000 have

Gifts for Benevolence. 
P u t these y o ung people have not only 
given themselves, they h ave also given 
their money. 
In addition to their gifts

tailed reports.

Not the new style,

meeting, w here the p as to r delivers a 
lecture or a few learn ed m en talk on 
the problem s of the day. 
B u t a g e n u ­ 
ine p rayer meeting, w here the people 
come to talk w ith God an d w ith each 
other a bo u t God's dealin gs w ith th e m . 
J u s t such a m eetin g a s m a n y of our 
churches need more th a n th ey need a n y ­ 
th ing else in this world, an d W h i c h they 
can h ave if they will tra in th e ir voung 
people properly. Millions of these p ray er 
m eetings have been held d u rin g the 
past year. 
G reat em phasis has been laid upon 
mission an d bible s tud y classes, and 
ev e ry w h ere groups 
of y o un g 
people 
h ave been doing s y stem atic w o rk along 
these lines. 
Especially 
n otab le 
has 
been th e w o rk of the New York. P h ila ­ 
delphia an d Chicago unions. 
M onthly 
m ission ary m eetings have 
been held, 
an d th e m issionary concert revived. 
Special ev angelistic services like those 
of the W orcester. Mass., 
union 
h ave 
been g re a tly blessed. 
C ottag e p ra y e r 
m eetings an d outdoor services have been 
held. 
Mission services a n d S u n d ay schools 
h a v e been conducted. 
F r e s h - a ir w ork w ith vacation cam ps 
and ou tin g s for poor children has been 
carried on, in w hich th e N ew Jersey 
cou n ty unions and th e B altim ore city 
union have been conspicuously success­ 
ful.

Missionary Volunteers. 
D u rin g the Bo«r w ar, m a n y C hristian 
E n d e av o r societies w ere organized in 
the prison ca m p s in Ceylon, St. H elena, 
a n d B erm uda, w ith several th o usand 
m em bers. 
Since th e r e tu rn of these 
m en to South A frica, 200 h a v e v o lu n ­ 
teered for m issio n a ry w ork, an d the 
D u tch R eform ed c h u rch h a s opened a 
tra in in g school for th e m in W orcester, 
South A frica. 
W e hold in h igh honor 
the little gro u p of five m issio n a ry vol­ 
u n te ers aro u n d th e H a y s ta c k a t W il- 
liam stow n, Mass. W h a t shall w e s a y of 
the 200 F .ndeavorer m issio n a ry v o lu n ­ 
teers in South A frica? 
I would th a t I h a d tim e to tell you 
w h a t C h ristian E n d e a v o r is doing on 
o ur m e n -o f-w a r an d m e r c h a n t vessels, 
for the soldiers in th e ir tents, for the 
prisoners in o ur prisons an d r e f o r m a ­ 
tories. 
Long before Mrs. Booth thought 
of th e “ H ouse of H op e,” o u r E n d e av - 
orera had gone to the prisons w ith the 
“S ta r of H ope," and h u n d red s of men 
bless God th a t 
C h ristian 
E nd e avo r 
found a place 
of 
service 
behind the 
prison walls. 
In In stitu tio n s 
for the 
deaf, jd u m b and blind, w e 
h av e also 
found a place for 
loving 
Christ-like 
service. 
Its Staying Power. 
T h e s ta y in g power of C h ristian E n ­ 
deavor deserves mention. 
A t first the 
critics gave the society five y e a rs to 
live. Then they called it a fad a n d said 
10 ye a rs w ould 
see 
its 
finish. 
But, 
friends, it Is alive today, an d nev er 
so g r e a t in n u m be rs or so practical in its 
w o rk a s now. .1 have a list of the first 
societies organized in each of o ur sta te s 
a n d territories, 51 in all. T he oldest one 
org anized in 1SS1, a n d the y o u n g est in 
1894. 
F o r ty -tw o of these societies are 
alive an d flourishing today. 
Eig ht w ere 
ch ang ed to 
deno m in atio n al 
societies, 
a n d one w as disbanded 
because the 
p as to r w an te d to try some o th e r form 
o r organization.

Its Flexibility and1 Adaptability. 
T he flexibility 
and 
a d a p ta b ility of 
C hristian E n d e av o r is not as generally 
ap preciated as it should be. 
It w orks in 
co u n try church or i ity; on the av en ue 
or in the slum s; in A merica or Africa. 
You can have three '■ommunities or 30. 
You can ta k e the mode] pledge or w rite 
a better one. 
You can call it a pledge, 
n covenant, a declaration, nr a n y th in g 
else th a t s u its you. 
It is the idea, the 
ideal, not th e mere words th a t is of 
value. 
You can do a n y th in g w ith it 
th a t a, reasonable church an d pasto r 
w a n ts to h av e done 
It is not a. perp etu al m otor; it will not 
run itself. 
It is a method, not a m a ­ 
chine. 
The q uality of Its work depends 
upon the q u ality 
of its 
m em bership. 
F or its largest success 
it 
needs the 
leadership of its p isto r. the sy m p a th y 
of the church, and the co-operation of 
the home. 
Its local unions offer an in­ 
v aluable o p p o rtu n ity to m ass the C h ris ­ 
tian forces of a com m unity, to sm ite 
sin, and s tren g th en 
every 
righteous 
cause. 
Tt has been used of Cod to train 
end develop 
individual 
C h ristian s in 
te stim o n y and service; to show th em 
how to w ork together: 
to reveal the 
needs of th e world; to exalt the church 
and her w ork; to deepen our love for our 
own church: to cast out 
jealousy of 
oth er ch urch es, to increase th e spirit of 
in terd en om in ation al fellowship: to p ro ­ 
mote peace by uniting the you ng C h ris­ 
tian s of the world in the bonds of C h ris­ 
tian love an d service; and to hasten 
the com ing of the day when we shall all 
be one in the love and service of our 
com m on Lord and Master. 
Rev. F ra n c is E. Clark, p resid e n t of 
th e society th en gave his a n n u a l ad-, 
dress, w h ich w as in p a r t as follows:

“ to cease to grow' is to begin to die." 
The m ark ed g ro w th of the society d u r ­ 
ing the p as t year in this country, and its 
larger 
expansion 
th a n 
ever 
before 
th ro ug h ou t all the.w orld, m ad e such an 
increase seem 
not only possible, b ut 
w ell-nigh ce rtain w ithin the n ext dec­ 
ade. 
Along tw o g r e a t lines he urged this 
increase: first, an en la rg e m e n t of the 
m em bership of the local societies. 
He 
deprecated th e idea, w hich some h ad 
obtained, th a t a society of C hristian 
E nd eav o r is sim ply a little coterie of 
like-minded y ou n g people 
w ho 
could 
edify one a n o th e r in th e p ra y e r m e e t­ 
ing. 
The fu n d a m e n ta l idea of the so­ 
ciety is service, an d service for ev e ry ­ 
one. 
The youngest, the w eakest, th e 
most ignorant, as well a s the best e d u ­ 
cate! and m ost gifted a m o n g the young 
people, can be tra in ed to serve God and 
th eir d ay an d generation. 
A true society of C h ristian E nd e av or 
should reach ev ery y o u n g person in the 
c o m m u n ity eith er th ro u g h 
its 
active 
m em bership or its associate m e m b e r ­ 
ship. 
To this end he urg ed a sperm 1 
effort to enlist m ore active1 m embers, 
the w orking force of th e society; to o b ­ 
tain more associate m e m b ers also, those 
who m a y a f te r w a r d s be won for C hrist 
and the church, this being th e ev a n g el­ 
istic end of the society; an d to enlarge 
the ho n orary m e m b ersh ip s for the sake 
of p rom oting s y m p a th e tic relations be­ 
tween the older m e m b e rs of the church 
and the y o u n g people. 
This p a rt of his ap peal w as happily 
em phasized by the fa c t th a t d u rin g the 
p ast y ear th o u s a n d s of societies h ave 
en larged th e ir ran k s, som e 
of 
th em 
g ain ing m ore th a n 100 per cent. 
1C veil m ore em p h as is w as laid in the 
a d d ress upon e n larg in g th e n u m b e r of 
local 
societies, a n d in 
this direction 
providence h a s pointed the w ay d u rin g 
the p ast year, for n ea rly 2,000 new so­ 
cieties h av e been form ed w ithin six 
m onths. "T h e 10-per-cent, increase c a m ­ 
paign of the last eigh t m o n th s has been 
so unexpectedly successful th a t only the 
w illfully blind can fall to see the guide- 
b o ard s of th e fu tu re .

convention in h er history.

J a p a n , In d e p a rtm e n t stores, in school- 
house d is tricts a n d neighborhood g a t h ­ 
erings. 
All th ese d iffe re n t lines of e f ­ 
fo rt w hich p rovidence h a s 
so 
plainly 
m a rk e d o u t a s le g itim ate a n d m ost use­ 
ful lines for the C h ris tian E n d e a v o r so ­ 
ciety show how its principles m a y be 
exten ded a n d th e societies expanded. 
T he boys a n d g irls should receive spe- 
ci?.l atten tio n . T h e J u n io r societies alone 
w ithin a y e a r m a y be doubled, a n d 
there is now a corresp on d ence school 
for C h ristian w o rk ers, w h ich will tra in 
s u p e rin te n d e n ts to th is m o s t im p o rta n t 
work. 
As a definite proposition to Insure this 
increase, Dr. C la rk proposed t h a t every 
s ta te s triv e to g a in at least 10 p er cent, 
a n n u a lly for th e next ten years, thus 


e n te rin g into a 10 y e a rs ’ extension c a m ­ 
paign. 
A s each s ta te secures its 10- 
per-cent. increase, a b eautifu l foreign 
b a n n e r from som e d is ta n t land, rep re­ 
sen tin g the fellowship of th e m ovem ent, 
will be presen ted to th e state, a n d as 
for each new s ta te th a t is ad m itte d to 
the union a new s ta r is added to our 
n atio nal flag, so for each 10 p er cent, 
of gain a n o th e r s ta r will be ad d e d to 
this foreign b a n n e r u ntil the 10 show 
th a t the 100 per cent, h a s been gained. 
An increase c a m p aig n book will also 
be opened a t the h e a d q u a r te r s of the 
united society, in w hich a page each 
year will be devoted to each state, tell­ 
ing the sto ry of Its g ro w th in every 
line of its endeavor.

" T h in k of the glorious results of a 
100 per cent, increase in a single decade! 
Twice as m a n y societies laboring for 
C hrist an d th e ch u rch ; twice a s m any 
young men an d women and boys and

T he new system was adopted orig­ 
inally in A ustralia, where it is now 
th e general practice. 
W ithin the last 
few years it has been copied by v ari­ 
ous countries of Europe and by a num ­ 
ber of the states in this country.

w as introduced in the Colorado legis­ 
latu re during the session of 1902-1903, 
by Senator E dw ard T. Taylor of Glen- 
wood Springs. 
U nder its provisions, 
every title is exam ined under the order 
of the district court, and after the 
resu lt of the exam ination has been re­ 
ported, a sum m ons is issued to all the 
p arties in in terest notifying them to 
appear in court and give th eir reasons, 
if any, why the title shall not be de­ 
clared to be ‘held by the plaintiff in 
fhe case. 
If no defendant appears, or 
if the plaintiff successfully controverts 
th e claim s of any who m ay answ er, 
then the court issues a certificate of 
title, w hich is recorded in the office 
of th e county clerk and recorder and 
becom es the foundation of th a t partic­ 
u la r title, and in all future transfers, 
th e g ran to r of the property m erely sur­ 
renders his certificate of title to the 
county clerk, who in tu rn issues an­ 
other, of exactly sim ilar im port, to the 
grantee.

of the delinquent 
taxes, given him by County T reasurer 
Pollen last fall. 
These delinquencies 
am ounted in all to about $5,000, and 
the sheriff h as collected and turned 
over to the 
county treasu ry nearly 
$3.000. 
The taxes are m ostly sm all, 
and w ere charged 
against 
personal 
property. 
T he delinquencies 
extend 
over several years, and in a great m any 
instances the property taxed has "been 
transferred and it w as necessary for 
the sheriff to tra ce the ow nership be­ 
fore a request for the am ount could be 
made.

ONE DOLLAR A YEAR 


A SUCCESSFUL COLORADO COLONY. 


HE latest u p o r t of the A m ity Colony, founded by the 
Salvation Arm y iu the southeastern part of Colo 
rado, presents the proposition in a very attractive 
light. 
Commander Booth Tucker in d iscussing the matter 
Elated that the project was inaugurated four years ago 
w ith tw enty-tw o fam ilies brought out from Chicago and 
N ew York. 
These fam ilies were provided with a little 
land, a sm all dw elling and a few farm ing utensils for a 
start. 
These things were not given outright, however, 
but were sold to the colonists on long time and easy pay­ 
ments. 
As is generally known, the plan of the Army, in 
this experim ent, w as to see if som e definite schem e for re­ 
lieving the congestion in the cities could not be successful­ 


ly evolved. 
The m ovem en t has met with a far greater measure of 
cuceocs than itq f o n d ^ t promoters dreamed of. 
E v e iy 
farmer of the score brought out has made his paym ents 
far in advance. 
One man completely paid his debt from 
the first year’s crop. 
All of them are doing remarkably 
well, arc securing more land, building better houses and 


broadening out generally. 
A nother interesting feature of the case is the fact that 
th ey have already become large patrons of the railroad, 
and last year their freight bills amounted to nearly $50,- 
000. 
Here is, apparently, an excellent suggestion for the 
railroads, 
if they can make it possible for fam ilies from 
th e crowded east to secure land and a dw elling these farm ­ 
ers will in time not only pay for their property, but will 
becom e large patrons of the railw ays and develop a busi­ 
n ess which has never existed before. 
W e doubt not that 
In tim e the railroads w ith their alertness and far-sighted­ 
ness, will inaugurate colonization sch em es on the plan 
of that begun bj th - S alvation Army and not do it from 
m o tives of philanthropy, but as a strictly business propo­ 
sition that will pay them well in a very few years.

It w as only a few years ago that it 
stretched dread, impenetrable; it was 
yesterday that the m ystery of its lakes 
was solved,

Motion for New Trial. 


H arvey King was declared guilty of m urder in the first degree by the 
ju ry at 6:30 last night, and, in the sam e verdict, the jury declared he should 
suffer death for his crime. 
W hile the verdict was being read the m urderer sat stolid and silent and 
did not show the least emotion. 
A fter the m em bers of the jury had vouched for the correctness of the 
verdict. Judge H ubbard, for the defense, requested th at his exceptions to the 
verdict be entered, and asked for tim e w ithin w hich to file a m otion for a new 
trial. 
This is the first verdict of death that has been found since the re-enact- 
jnent of the capital punishm ent law in this state.

GREAT BRITAIN PUZZLED 
BY REPORT FROM BORNEO 


United States Warships Said to Have Seized About 


Twenty Small Islands Which Belong to 


Great Britain—Possible Explanation 


Suggested in Washington. 


By Associated Press. 


London. July 15.—According to the Press 


association a curious rumor was current 
in the lobby of the house of commons to- 
night to the effect that 
some 
United 


States warships had seized about 20 small 
Islands off the coast of Borneo which tie- 
long to Great Britain and planted the 
American flag on them. It Is probable 
that a question on the subject will be 
asked In the house.

reported 


seizure of Islands off the coast of Borneo 
by American ships apparently was 
as 


great a surprise to administration officials 
In Washington as it was to members of 
parliament 
In London. No 
Information 


that such a step was contemplated has 
come from the admiral commanding the 
American fleet in Philippine waters, and 
no exploitation along the lines indicated 
has been directed, by the officials here so 
far as could be ascertained tonight. 


A very plausible explanation of the re- 


ported occurrence is that the commanding 
officer of the Philippines simply had sesnt 
one or more of his vessels and hoisted the 
flag of the United' States over some 
Islands near the coast of Borneo which 


were purchased by 
the United 
States 


from Spain subsequent to the treaty of 
Paris and that the sovereignty of 
the 


United States over them had been pro- 
clahned formally. These were the Cagay- 
an Zulu group comprising one large and 
14 smaller Islands and the large Island 
of Palawan. These Islands were not com- 
prehended within the boundaries of the 
Philippine archipelago when the treaty of 
Paris was signed. The claim was made 
later that they rightfully 
belonged 
to 


Spain and that they were formally ceded 
to the United States 'by a subsequent ac- 
tion of that government and our congress 
made an appropriation and paid the pur- 
chase price agreed upon for them.

London, July 16.—Several morning pa- 


pers print the rumor current In the lob- 
bies of the house of commons last night 
that some American warships had seized 
about 20 small Islands off the coast of 
Borneo .but the report attracts little at- 
tention and no comment. If It has any 
foundation at all, It probably refers to the 
difficulty of determining the line of di- 
vision between the Islands of the Philip- 
pine archipelago and the coast islands of 
British North Borneo.

DECISIVE VICTORY FOR 


THE WOLCOTT FACTION 


By Vote of 73 to 30 Selection of Republican Cen- 


tral Committee for the City and County of 


Denver Was Left to Three Men, Two of 


Whom Are Wolcott Supporters.

Denver, July 15.—After sharp skir- 


mishing and a display of bitterness 
which at times threatened 
to bring 


about personal encounters among its 
members, the Republican state central 
committee finally arrived at a compro- 
mise in the controversy as ,to which Is 
the committee In control of the party's 
affairs in the city and county of Den- 
ver. 


Even before the meeting began It was 


evident that the Wolcott people were 
In control of the committee. Yesterday 
the Tesch or Wolcott people offered to 
compromise by having the two claim- 
ants, Tesch and Garwood, retired and 
to recognize the old Arapahoe county 
committee, popularly known as the 
Lowry committee, as the representa- 
tive body for the city und county of 
Denver. Confident that they could con- 
trol the committee meeting, the antl- 
Wolcottltes positively .refused to accept 
the proposition. After a careful can- 
vass of the situation they were satis- 
fled that they had lost out, and this 
morning they notified thp Wolcott peo- 
ple that they would accept the Lowry 
committee, provided that Lowry would 
resign. This offer was refused. 
A Strenuous Session. 


At 11 o'clock this morning Chairman 


Fairley called the committee to order. 
The doprs were barred and all persons 
excepting those hnvlng credentials were 
excluded. It was fbund that nearly half 
of the commltteemen were represented 
by proxies. 
A rule of the committee 


provides that a person holding a proxy 
must be from the same county as the 
person giving the proxy.1 This rule cre- 
ated a storm and the discussion be- 


came so heated that several times an 
approach 
to 
blows 
occurred. 
Win 


S. Boynton of Colorado Springs held a 
proxy from Hlnsdale county. Sergeant- 
at-Arms Jim Clark 
approached Mr. 


Boynton and ordered him to leave the 
rodm. Mr. Boynton refused, and Clark 
was about to put him out rjy force, when 
Chairman Fairley interfered and stated 
that Mr. Boynton could remain until 
the matter was passed upon later by the 
committee. 


A recess was taken and a caucus was 


held, at which it was decided that a 
special committee, consisting of Lowry, 
Tesch and Garwood should be appoint- 
ed to select a central committee for 
the city and county of Denver, this 
committee to consist of an equal num- 
ber selected by each of the three men. 
This action was afterwards ratified by 
the central committee. As Lowry and 
Tesch are both Wolcott men, this will 
give the former senator a majority of 
two to one in the committee. The ac- 
tion taken was by a vote of 73 to 30 
and clearly disclosed the strength of the 
respective factions. 
State Convention. 


, The state central committee decided 
to call the state convention to nomi- 
nate a successor to Chief Justice Camp- 
bell of the supreme court, to meet Sep- 
tember 22. The representation was fixed 
at two delegates at large from each 
county, one delegate for each 300 votes 
cast for Peabody for governor, and 
one delegate for each fraction of 300 
over 100. A resolution was adopted pro- 
viding that at all future meetings of the 
committee, proxies shall not be recog- 
nized unless held by residents of the 
counties where they are issued.

we heartily indorse him for the Republi- 
can nomination for president in 1904." 


The resolution was read by Governor 


Bradley 'without having first obtained 
consent, but It was adopted unanimous- 
ly by a rising-vote.

•Kept in Seclusion. 


Throughout the day the precincts of 


the Vatican were comparatively quiet 
and the Immediate, vicinity of the sick 
room showed none of the evidences of 
agitation and. alarm so apparent yester- 
day.

absolute seclusion, only one-, person be- 
sides the physicians gafnlhg admission.

Christ. "These efforts," he said, "will,

dition of the city clerk's books and the 
modus operand! of that Office between 
April 20, 1897, and April 20, 1303. 
"I desire In the beginning to say as a 


result of lily Investigation of that of- 
fice up to this time that in all my ex- 
perience in the auditing and examining 
of public and private accounts, I have 
not found such gross carelessness and 
negligence of public duty, to say noth- 
ing of absolute defalcation and the fal- 
sifying of records and books as I have 
found in the examination of the late 
city clerk's books of Cripple Creek. 
'••I make no attempt at this time to 
enter Tto detail. My labors up to this 
time have been devoted mainly to an 
examination of the city clerk's records 
and particularly that portion thereof 
which pertains to the collections of li- 
censes by the city clerk. I have found 
absolute defalcation up to time of about 
<2650, and either through defalcation, 
gross carelessness, favoritism or other1 
causes which at this time I do not care 
to mention, a loss to the city has been 
found which may reach $25,000."

claims some' of the defalcations have 
taken place and says he has evidence 
to support these and others; one case, 
where a receipt was out for $300 while 
the stub In the office was for only $6.

and their staffs escorted to the review- 
ing stand.

The charge was executed by six regi- 
ments of cavalry, which were drawn up 
in fine style about fifty yards in front 
of the presidential stand and aroused 
the greatest enthusiasm on the part of 
the spectators.

GENERAL MILES STILL STURDY 
AT THE AGE OF RETIREMENT.

El Reno, O. T., July 14. — Lieutenant 
General Nelson A. Miles completed a 
horseback ride 'today from Fort Sill, 
I. T., to Fort Reno, Oklahoma, a dis- 
tance of 90 miles, In nine hours and ten 
minutes. The first 35 miles was made 
in record time, the distance being cov- 
ered In two hours and twenty-five min- 
utes. Upon completing the .trip, Gen- 
eral Miles showed no signs of fatigue 
and 40 minutes after his arrival at Fort 
Reno reviewed the troops stationed at 
that post. 
The ride was taken, It is 
stated, to demonstrate • that General 
Miles, at the age of retirement, Is still 
a sturdy man. 
General Miles spent Monday morning 
Inspecting Fort Sill, resting in the aft- 
ernoon preparatory to taking his long 
ride. There was a large crowd at the 
fort when General Miles came from the 
commandant's house shortly after 4 
o'clock this morning to make the start.' 
He was booted and spurred and wore a 
campaign military suit. As the general 
started off at 6:10 he was cheered lust- 
ily. He was accompanied by Captain 
Sayre, of the Eighth cavalry. 
The weather was cool a-t the start 
but became intensely hot. Anadarko, 
Okla., 35 miles distant from Fort Sill, 
was reached In two hours and 25 min- 
utes. 
The ride was made in ten-mile relays, 
soldiers stationed along the line fur- 
nishing fresh horses. Lunch consumed 
20 minutes and it is estimated that 60 
minute* more were, spent In changing 
mounts and in other small delays. This 
made the actual time -spent in the 
saddle eight hours.

KEARSARGE ORDERED TO MAKE 
TRANSATLANTIC TEST CRUISE

Portsmouth. Eng., July 14.—Captain 


Hemphill of the United States flagship 
Kearsarge received instructions today 
to clean the warship propellers, fill her 
bunkers with the best coal and go at 
the highest speed, with natural draft 
to Frenchman's bay, Maine. This Is 
the first occasion in time of peace 
that an American battleship has been 
subjected to such a severe test. It re- 
calls a similar voyage of the battleship 
Oregon during the war with Spain. Div- 
ers commenced work this morning on 
cleaning the propellers, and 1,500 tons 
of coal will be 
delivered tomorrow. 
Captain Hemphill will follow the great 
circle route leaving Portsmouth at 9 
o'clock Friday morning. 
Admiral Lord Walter Kerr, visited 
the Kearsarge this morning. He was 
received by Rear Admiral Cotton and 
Captain Hemphill and under the-let- 
ter's guidance inspected the ship. 
The Kearsarge returned the courtesies 
extended to the United States squadron 
here by a reception this afternoon. The 
ship was elaborately dressed with flags' 
and the quarter deck was covered with 
a canopy made by the flags of all na- 
tions. 
Admiral Cotton, 
Captain Hemphill

She 
had fallen a distance of 300 feet from 
the rim of the crevasse walls and had 
partially broken her fall by catching at 
juniper bushes and, scrub trees through 
whose branches she had plunged. When 
the rope had been lowered, Mr. Potter 
descended to examine the ground and 
determine the best course to pursue In 
getting,.Mrs. Johns from her perilous 
position; There, lodged upon a two- 
foot ledge, with her clothing torn to 
fragments and her flesh scratched and 
bruised, lay Mrs. Johns, weak from ex- 
haustion und lack of food 
and be- 


numbed by the frosty chill of the night. 
With difllculty the rope was securely 
tied, around Mrs. John's waist and an 
effort made to hoist her to the 
rim 
above. This attempt prnved futile be- 
cause of Mrs. Johns' weight. By lean- 
Ing over the abrupt precipice Mr. Pot- 
ter could discern another and larger 
ledge a hundred feet below from wh,lch 
was a sheer drop of hundreds of feet, 
He tried this plan of rescue. Giving the 
order to those above to lower the rope, 
Mr. Potter swung the inanimate form 
of Mrs. Johns out over the tiny strip of 
rock upon which she. had braced herself 
for 15 hours and into the chasm be- 
ne'ath. TheV swung the rope to and fro. 
Mr. Potter was able to lodge the body of 
Mrs. Johns upon the larger ledge and 
then descended himself. Calling to one 
o£ the mounted guides above Mr. Pot- 
ter had him descend tho rope to the 
ledge upon which all three %yere now 
resting. Then the two picked up Mrs. 
Johns and together they made their dif- 
ficult way around dangerous ledges and 
over yawning precipices beneath until. 
finally worn out and exhausted, they 
reached the rim above once more. 
Mrs. Johns is suffering much from 


nervous shock, hut as no bones were

Tent En- 
fleavor, -where 'the -Christian Endeavor 
Convention has been held for the past 
four;days, was; blown over this after- 
n6on'.at:i4 o'clock while more than 8,000. 
jfeopie- were attending the proceedings.

The Injured numbered nearly a score, 
but fortunately none of them were fa- 
tally hurt. The presence of mind of 
'X M.' Ramsey, of Chicago, who sprang 
to a chair and called to the people' to 
hold up the canvas and poles, undoubt- 
edly prevented danger of suffocation, 
hut as it was many women fainted and 
were extricated from the folds of the 
Canvas with much difficulty. 
Mrs. Winifred Sleep, of Denver, who 
was In charge of the St. Mark's hospital 
tent, seeing the catastrophe at the big

This prevented 
any damage being done by live Wires, 
for, of course, they fell with the poles. 


A feature which showed the religious 
nature of the participants was seen 
when the majority Were extricated from 
the canvas folds. 
Led by an eastern 
delegate, all gathered around In the 
open air and an impromptu praise ser- 
vice was held. 
' Came Without Warning. 
The convention was in full progress 
at 4 o'clock ana although there were 
signs of rain and some wind was blow- 
ing, no trouble was anticipated by the 
management. The sides of the tent were cussed 
•up to admit air and this enabled the Labor." 
squall to lift up the big canvas as if it 
were a balloon. The gust of wind which 
carried over the tent came so sudden- 
ly that no preparations could be made 
to forestall the consequences. The wind 
swept under the tent, the roof of which 
Immediately bellied out like an immense 
Bail, and it was'seen that the smaller 
poles were being drawn from

ground. The guy poles gave the first 
intimations of danger to the throng, 
they being pulled from the ground.

The other 
guests at the same table were Lord 
Selborne, Ambassador Choate, Admiral 
Lord Kerr, Field Marshal Lord Roberts, 
Admiral Sir Charles Hotham, Captain 
Sir Archibald Milne, Vice Admiral Ber- 
esford. Rear Admiral Henderson, Capt. 
Lambdon, Rear Admiral Sir Edward 
Chichester. Henry White, secretary of 
the United States embassy, J. R. Carter, 
second secretary of the United States 
embassy, Captain Stockton, the-United 
States naval attache and other Ameri- 
can and British officers. There were no 
speeches after breakfast, the company 
merely rising and toasting the king and 
the president, the band In the meantime 
playing national airs. 
On the prince of Wales' .expressing a 


desire to inspect the ship Capt. Hemp- 
hill escorted him along the gundeck of 
the superstructure and also below. The 
prince apparently had already some 
knowledge of the Kearsarge as he was 
familiar with her characteristics and 
made a remark about her special ven- 
tilation. At the conclusion of the .In- 
spection the prince complimented Capt. 
Hemphlll on the splendid condition of 
the battleship. 
The prince of Wales asked numerous 
questions regarding the superposed tur- 
rets, particularly inquiring how rapidly 
the guns could be loaded.- Midshipman 
Belknap, In charge of the forward tur- 
ret, ordered a round of ammunition to 
the 13-Inch gun. Operation was rapidly 
performed to the apparent gratification 
of his royal highness. "The prince is 
a naval officer and knows what he is 
talking about," said Captain Hemphill. 


The departure of the prince of Wales 
was marked by the same ceremony as 
on his arrival. He came on deck accom- 
panied by Admiral Cotton, saluted and 
shook hands with the admiral and the 
officers of the'Kearsarge and the cap- 
tains of the other American ships.

The letter to General Passenger 
Agent Black of the Santa Fe went Into 
the work on the trains between Pueblo 
and Denver, and Instances were given 
of robberies of passengers. Mr. Black 
referred the correspondence to General 
Manager Mudge, who has given instruc- 
tions through the proper channels to 
keep these people off the trains.

FAMOUS PHOTOGRAPHER DEAD 


By Associated Press. 


San Francisco, July 14.—The death Is 


announced in this city of Fitzwllliam 
Guerin, a veteran of the civil war, and 
one of the best known photographers 
in this country. Guerin won 15 gold and 
four silver medals in 19 exhibitions and 
in 1900 he was president of the Nation- 
al Photographers association. 


The deceased was born In Ireland but 


came to the United States when two 
years old. His remains will be sent to 
St. Louis where the funeral will be held 
under the auspices of the United Temp- 
lars. A widow and three sons survive 
him. 


When court was resumed at 8 o'clock 


Harvey King was placed on the stand 
In his own behalf. 
He occupied the 


stand for an hour and a half and de- 
tailed the manner in which he killed 
his wife. He talked freely but refused 
to answer several questions. 


The trial will be concluded today, and 


a. verdict is looked for 
before night. 


Yesterday's proceedings contained the 
major part of the trial, and all that 
remains is the argument of the defense 
and the closing remarks of the prosecu- 
tion. 
The morning session yesterday 


was devoted to the examination of wit- 
nesses for the prosecution. Grace King, 
the 13-year-old daughter of the ac- 
cused, was the chief 
witness called. 


She testified that her father had called 
the deceased Into the house just before 
the murder, and that she heard loud 
talk, followed by two pistol shots. She 
then detailed the occurrences that fol- 
lowed after the murdered woman had 
run out of the house. She said she ran 
to her mother when she came outside 
and threw her arms around her knees, 
and that her father fired three or four 
shots after that time. Police 
Officer 


Gaines testified that he had seen the 
prisoner shortly after he was arrested, 
and that he admitted having shot his 
wife. 
The 
district 
attorney 
called 


County Physician Richardson for the 
purpose of Introducing Mrs. King's dy- 
ing statement. On objection by the at- 
torneys for the defense, it was ruled 
out, 
however, for the reason that the 


prosecution had not shown that Mrs. 
King believed she was dying when it 
was made. 


The motion for a directed verdict of 


not guilty was made at this time. It 
was argued by Judge Hubbard that the 
prosecution had not proved the defen- 
dant guilty of 
killing Bell King, as 


charged 
in the 
Information, for the 


reason that the evidence showed he had 
killed Bella King. 
The law is 
very 


strict in this matter, holding that the 
slightest variance is fatal. Judge Seeds 
however overruled the motion on the 
ground that the prosecution had shown 
that Bella King was commonly known 
as Bell King. After the overruling of 
this motion, the defendant was placed 
on the stand. For an hour and a half 
he detailed the circumstances surround- 
ing the killing. In a most cold-blooded 
manner, showing by his own testimony 
thnt the deed was done with 
mnllce 


aforethought. 
He refused to answer 


when asked whether he had reloaded 
his revolver after having fired at his 
wife, and refused to say why he had 
done it. While he refused to answer 
these questions on the stand, he has in- 
formed his counsel that it was done for 
the purpose of taking his own life after 
he had fired the fatal shots at Mrs. 
King. And when he was Informed that 
his wife was dead, he told his counsel 
that he wanted to die, too, and hoped 
the jury would find him guilty. 


After the close of King's testimony, 


the defense rested, and the arguments 
to the jury began. District Attorney 
Trowbridge opened the argument for 
the prosecution, and with its close ad- 
journment was declared until 9:30 this 
morning, when the argument for the 
defense will be made, followed by the 
close for the prosecution.

Montgomery are 


TOBKBNB LAW IS 
IN EFFECT TODAY. 


•The Torrens system of registering 


land titles goes Into effect in this state 
today. The new system will do away 
•with much of the detail of the present 
system of registering titles, but inas- 
much as It IB not. compulsory It may 
be many years before the law Is gen- 
erally adopted In Colorado. 


The new system was adopted orig- 


inally in Australia, where it is now 
the general practice. Within the last 
few years It has been copied by vari- 
ous countries of Europe and by a num- 
ber of the states' In this country. It 
was introduced In the Colorado legis- 
lature during the session of 1902-1903, 
by Senator Edward T. Taylor of Glen- 
wood Springs. Under Us provisions, 
every title is examined under the order 
of .the district court, and after the 
result of the examination has been re- 
ported, a summons is issued to all the 


• parties in interest notifying them to 


appear in court and give their reasons, 
if any, why the title shall npt be de- 
clared to be "held by the plaintiff In 
the case. If no defendant appears, or 
if the plaintiff successfully controverts 
the. claims of any who may-answer, 
then the court Issues a certificate of 
title, which Is 'recorded in the office 
of the county clerk and recorder and 


'becomes the foundation of that partic- 


ular title, and in air.future, transfers 
the grantor of the property merely sur- 
renders his certificate of. title to yxe 
county clerk, who in turn issues an- 
other, of exactly similar import, to the 
grantee. The usual deeds, as'they are 
now made out, will be drawn up .under 
the new system, but they will constl- 
tute merely a'contract between the 
parties, and are

population, with now demands, which 
the old houses,had not anticipated. The 
agent for any, kind of prepared milk, 
evaporated, condensed, malted or con- 
centrated, finds a 
cordial welcome. 


The other whltfi races who had to live 
here. In the past got along without 
milk; the Americans will not. Spanish 
houses here sell pens; the Americans 
have been rushing In typewriters. And 
still these lines—American specialties 
for Americans—offer a rather limited 
field. All nations come into these mar- 
kets on equal' terms. Swiss watches 
have been built for the peculiar tastes 
of the Filipino trade for generations; 
the Waterbury people are just learning 
how, and they.have no protective tariff 
against the Swiss, such as they are ac- 
customed to at home.

TJnnaturai Conditions. . 


It will take a, big business or civil 
premium to> hold the American In this 
archipelago, and these premiums are 
relatively few. The natives are more 
and more filling places in the civil es- 
tablishment, just as In the military, 
the scouts, with the constabulary of the 
nlvll government, are doing more of the 
poHce-rWork.each,year. How many su- 
pervisory positions will remain for 
Americans? Relatively few. 


The American must live here in a 
highly unnatural condition. He cannot 
subsist on the food of the country, fish 
and rice and native game, as the friars 
used to in their provincial homes. They 
supplemented this 'by the wines and oils 
of their own Mediterranean shores, and 
dispensed a hospitality to the occasional 
stranger which made the absence of ho- 
tels quite unregretted: 
Occasionally 
an Amercan teacher of heroic mould 
lives with the country, on its fruits and 
fishes. But this IB not the rulei Every- 
thing Ferved' at the Manila hotels, ex- 
cept bananas and chocolate, comes from 
Australia or the United States. 


The key to American comfort here 


Is the Ice plant. It Is the first question 
army families ask abnut any post to 
which they may be assigned; reference 
to southern exposures snd "large sunny 
rooms" gives place to one searching in- 
quiry as to Ice. Where can we got it? 
How much does it cost? The propor- 
tion which ice bills bear to the cost of 
living among fnmilles 
of moderate 


means Is astonishingly large. One cap- 
tain's wife tells of an Ice bill of $300 a 
year, which Is rather worse than the 
coal bills of people similarly situated 
during the recent coal strlk°. In Manila 
Ice sells at 2V& cents "vir 
'or pound, 


and it melts very rapidly. '.;e,"ore the 
Americans came In few n! the foreign 
residents wore able to enjoy the lux- 
ury. 
Some of the old-time English and 
German merchants tell how they made 
the water and other drinks seem cooler 
by little devices familinr to iceless folk 
everywhere, but the American has no 
patience with such methods; he wants 
to hem- the ice clinking against the 
sides of his pitcher. 


In the provinces people become very 


weary of canned goods, I met a teacher 
here who had come in from his station, 
thirty-eight miles away, as he does once 
a month, because, as he explains, he 
wants to eat something that has never 
been Inside ot a can. Another teacher 
told me he had eaten no fresh meat 
since Christmas. A few American fami- 
lies have become possessed of the idea 
that canned goods are unwholesome, re- 
sulting in a sort of slow poisoning. 


Whether this view is ever correct or 
not, its dissemination in the Philippines 
provinces is most unfortunate. One 
who holds it need not be a Christian 
Scientist to think oneself 
to death, 


where the gong for every meal is rung 
with a can opener. Whatever is opened 
must be eaten at that meal or thrown 
away. This has given rise among pru- 
dent people to the.characterization of 
a course as a "stunt." "We have a stunt 
of beef to do, you rpmember," is a char- 
acteristic meal announcement. 


This is but typical of the unfitness 


of the human plant.of the temperate 
zone for tropical gardens. The Cau- 
casian is an exotic here. He will toler- 
ate existence In the tropics under spe- 
cial Inducements, but only for a short 
time. Everybody Is* going home at the) 
earliest possible moment. Women and 
children suffer* much more than men', 
and it is on their account in,a majority 
of the cases that the men profess to be 
so eager to see "the states." Tropical 
diseases, tropical pests, a summer all : 
the year around, long distances from 
home, few amusements, poor transpor- 
tation facilities are among the reasons • 
which Americans assign for not liking" 
long residence In the tropics. 
This 
merely repeats British experience in In- ' 
dla. No ruler there stays to help, or 
criticise, or moderate his successor. No 
white man who makes a fortune in In- 
dia builds a great house or buys an ea- 
tate for his descendants. The planter, 
the engineer, the foreman goes back to 
England before he Is sixty, leaving no 
child, or house or trace behind. Others, 
drafted commercially to carry on ths 
work, come out to India to bear the 
white man's burden; but the race doea 
not take root there. Neither will Ameri- 
cans in the Philippines. This 13 not tho 
end which the islands will serve.— 
(Lincoln in Boston Transcript. •

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A SUCCESSFUL COLORADO COLONY.

HE latest leport of the Amity Colony, founded by the 


Salvation Army in the southeastern part of Colo- 
rado, presents the proposition In a very attractive 


Jight. Commander Booth Tucker In discussing the matter, 
stated that the project was inaugurated four years ago 
•with twenty-two families brought out from Chicago and 
New York. 
These families were provided' with a little 


land, a small dwelling and a few farming utensils for a 
start. These things wero not given outright, however, 
but were sold to the colonists on long time and easy pay- 
ments. As is generally known, the plan of the Army, in 
this experiment, was to see if some definite scheme for re- 
lieving the congestion in the cities could not be successful- 
ly evolved. 


. The movement has met with a far greater measure of 


success than.its fondest promoters dreamed of. Every 
farmer of the score brought out has made his payments 
far in advance. 
One man completely paid his debt from 


the first year's crop. All of them are doing remarkably 
well, are securing more land, building better houses and 
broadening out generally. 


Another interesting feature of the case is the fact that 


they have already become Jarge patrons of the railroad, 
and last year their freight bills amounted to nearly $50,- 
000. 
Here is, apparently, an excellent suggestion for the 


railroads, if they can make it possible for families from 
the crowded east to secure land and a dwelling these farm- 
ers will in time not only pay for their property, but will 
become large patrons of the railways and develop a busi- 
ness which has never existed before. We doubt not that 
In time the railroads with their alertness and far-sighted- 
ness, will inaugurate colonization schemes on the plan 
of that begun by tho Salvation Army and not do it from 
motives of philanthropy, but as a strictly business propo- 
sition that will pay them well In a very few years.

ter. "Honest graft" is the profit a politician makes by get- 
ting tips on plans for public improvements, enabling him 
to buy land cheap and sell to the city, or to others, at a 
large advance; aiso the profit to be got by having, inside 
information of the sale of material, second-hand paving 
stones for example, at which sale perhaps he may be the 
only bidder, the sale not having been advertised. All such 
means of making money at the loss of the city he reckons 
"honest graft," and he is so little ashamed of his own 
share in pocketing it that he tells some amusing instances 
of his good fortune. Plunkett, like Croker, appears to be 
for his own pocket all the time.

"I shall prob- 
ably live for two or three years longer," answered Miss 
Wright, "and by that time the municipality may take the 
'work over. I do not hesitate to make the sacrifice." "It is 
suicide, rapid suicide," cried Dr. Lorenz, appalled. "Not 
so quick as the taking of poison, but quite as sure." Miss 
Wright was not to be moved, but as the story has become 
public it is hardly conceivable that the city of New Or- 
leans will consent to the sacrifice.

Lee states in one of his letters "have received $1,000 


on personal grounds," and told his agent to take up the 
matter further "along advertising lines only." To the av- 
erage citizen Lee's statement that ha had received the 
$1,000 for advertising in a little country weekly was 
taken with a gialn of salt. And on the other hand, a 
candidate for office who would accept a gift of $1,000 
from a trust which would be seeking favors at bin hand, 
has a very peculiar moral makeup. 


The latest wireless newspaper is being issued under the 


auspices of tho Providence, R. I., Journal. The news of 
the "day is summarized in the Journal office and sent by 
wireless telegraphy to Block Island. 
The people of that 


island, therefore, are not obliged to wait until the after- 
noon to get a summary of the news of the day before. 
This makes two wireless newspapers in the country, the 
other one being issued at Catalina Island, off the coast 
of southern California, under the auspices of the Los An- 
geles Times. While the experiments, as at present con- 
ducted, pinko the proposition rather expensive, it is not at 
all improbable, with the development of wireless teleg- 
raphy, many an Island off our coasts will have its news- 
paper served without wires.

York end of the Brooklyn bridge is a building 45 stories 
high and towering 645 feet into the sky. The lower 
floors are to be used as entrances for cable cars, elevated 
:rains and other steam roads, and the upper stories for 
city offices. 
The cost of .the proposed structure would 


be a mere bagatelle, some $30,000,000. 
The only persons 


who would be really satisfied with the scheme would be 
the city employes on the top floor. It would take them 
lalf a day to get to work and the remainder of the day to 
;et down again. 


The war and navy departments have about completed 


plans for an advisory board, consisting of army and navy 
officers of eminence, who will co-operate in the event of 
war and consider questions of naval policy in time of 
peace. Such a board can be of much service to the heads 
of the two departments concerned, for the time of the 
secretaries is necessarily largely taken up with matters 
of detail respecting the actual work of the army and navy. 
This board can look over the.whole situation broadly, 
draw its conclusions and make its recommendations which 
would have mature, practical judgment to recommend 
them.

A'young Fennsylvanlan. has just got 


back from Africa, after experiences 
which meritxdescription as adventurous 
and interesting. Uganda is a name as- 
sociated In the memory with the feats 
of Livingston, Stanley and Du Chaillu, 
with gorillas, lions, hippopotami, the 
jungle, cannibals and poisoned arrows. 
It was only a few years ago that it 
stretched dread, impenetrable; It .was 
yesterday that the mystery of its lakes 
was solved, Its fabled dwarfs and 
strange beasts proven realties. It is 
a land, therefore, of adventure. 
But 


it 
was 
an 
unheard-of 
feat, one 
beside which the wonder stories of 
Tippoo Tib 
and 
Bmln Pasha 
are 


commonplace narratives, 
a deed of 
characteristic modern ' romance—that 
which Mr. A. B. Leuder and the men 
under 
his 
command 
performed in 
Uganda. 
They built 27 steel bridges 


for a railway running between Mom- 
basa and Victoria Nyanza. 
. 


FC* the 
dream of a line from the 
Cape to Cairo is—it is hard to believe 
it—not a dream at all any more, but a 
sober enterprise rapidly being consum- 
mated. And a vital part of that vast 
continental system 
is the 
Uganda 
railway, today finished and In opera- 
tion across 600 miles of central Africa, 
with one terminus on the Gulf of Zan- 
zibar and the other at the headwaters 
of the Nile. 


It was a British dream, this gigantic 
African enterprise; but it took Ameri- 
cans to make it a reality. The Uganda 
railway had rugged country to cross, 
and to obtain practical grades many 
viaducts were required. In two years 
English contractors succeeded in put- 
ting up eight of these, and .the outlook 
was dismal. When it came time to let 
more contracts, the American Bridge 
company offered to erect the remain- 
Ing 2" bridges at a cost of £18 a ton 
In place in Uganda. As the 
lowest 


English contractors had named a much 
higher figure for placing the bridges on 


•board ship, the howls of patriots in par- 
liament were not heeded, and. the con- 
tract was given the American firm. 
The bridges were built here, at the 
Pencoyd Iron, works. 
They were put 


aboard three tramp steamers in the 
winter of 1901-1902—14,000,000 pounds of 
steel, in a -thousand separate pieces, 
with half a million feet of southern 
pine and a year's 
provisions. 
All 
pieces had been numbered and lettered 
and painted—a color of Its own for 
each viaduct.' Then Mr. Lueder, an en- 
gineer of Wilkesbarre, with Mr. H. P. 
Murray, an assistant, and Mr. N. R. 
Jnrrett, a superintendent of construc- 
tion, of Selln's Grove; a foreman, a 
clerk and 17 bridgemen, struck out for 
Africa. 


Mr. Lueder tells the story in the 
World's Work for July. A temporary 
line extended over most of the way. 
Not that it had done much in the way 
of spreading the blessings of civiliza- 
tion. The year before 22 natives had 
been carried oft the works 
by lions. 
The lords of the forest evinced a strong 
dislike of the trespass on their land, 
and, occasionally a rhinoceros 
would 


dispute the way with a Baldwin loco- 
motive. Zebra, hartbeest, ostriches, an- 
telope and elephants played about the 
camps. Mr. Lueder had a savage fight 
for his life with a Hon. His clerk shot 
a fine specimen from the construction 
train. The men spent- the Fourth of 
July shooting hippopotami in torrid 
lakes. The natives skulked In the for- 
est, terrified by the. shriek of the en- 
gine whistles, and in greater degree by 
the sight of bridges springing as if by 
magic across the rocky ravines.

If contempt of justice were a punish- 


able offense, like contempt of court, 
Judge Aspinall of New York should, 
fare little better than the recent victim 
of his ire. A lad of 18, described as a 
"burglar and general thief," had plead- 
ed guilty before him and been sentenced 
to four years' Imprisonment. Enraged 
at the unexpected severity of the sen- 
tence, the boy muttered the wish that 
the judge might die then and there. The 
judicial ear had not caught the meaning 
of the words, but when they were re- 
peated by others, his honor added two 
years to the young fellow's sentence. 
After the prisoner had been removed to 
a cell he broke out' in a torrent of 
threats and accusations against the man 
who had reported his words to the 
court, and said harsh things about the 
judge. 
The latter was promptly in- 


formed, and, once more calling the pris- 
oner to the bar, increased his term of 
imprisonment to nine years. 
Is there any point of view from which 
Judge Aspinall's conduct can be jus- 
tified? 
Granted that he was dealing 
merely with a thief who had richly de- 
Served the original penalty and whose 
'previous conduct perhaps stamped him 


as belonging in the category of incor- 
rigibles, and that the dignity of the 
court had been grossly insulted.' What 
seems to have governed this judge's ac- 
tion? A nice balancing of the magni- 
tude of the new offense with the proper 
penalty, scrupulous consideration of the 
probable effect of the added years of 
prison life upon the culprit, and thought 
of the exemplary value of maintaining 
the majesty of the court? Or was it the 
judge's temper, offended personal dig- 
nity, impulse to get even with the in- 
sulter? Would Judge Aspinall really 
have shown himself weak and forgetful 
of the dignity of his position if he had 
treated this bad boy as an irresponsible, 
neurotic 
subject, rebuked him in a 


fatherly way and at most imposed a 
slight penalty as a reminder for the 
future. If he had deliberately set out 
to heap indignity upon the office he 
holds he could scarcely have-been more 
completely successful. 


It is an act of crying Inhumanity to 


condemn a youth behind the bars to 
added imprisonment 
for 
five 
years 


merely because in a fit of uncontrollable 
anger he used Indecent and reprehensi- 
ble language. Unless Judge AEpiriall 
truly believes that by more than doub- 


ling the time of imprisonment he his I 
hit upon the penalty that comsponJsl 
exactly to the enormity of the offense,! 
and that the added five years are neca.1 
.sary to bring about that reformation I 
which is the sole end and justification! 
of Imprisonment, how can he defend Mil 
action? We assume that he is acJ 
qualnted with the principle that punish.! 
ment should always be metert out tofitl 
the criminal 'rather than the crlinil 
What he appears to have clone in thill 
case is to have followed the prompt-l 
Ings of a most unjudicial temper. 


In its wider bearings, contempt oil 
court Is an offense which must best-1 
verely dealt with on account of theei-l 
emplary -tfalue of punishment for lton| 
others. But Is it not far move import- 
ant to maintain an absolute confidence! 
in what we ordinarily call Its fairness, I 
than to indulge In extravagant Interpre. I 
ta,tions of what belongs to Inviolable I 
dignity of the court? It Is because thi'l 
action of this New York jurtge serves to, I 
bring him and the entire profession to I 
which he belongs into contempt, par-1 
ttcularly among the people most In need I 
of implicit trust in the righteousness I 
of courts of justice, that it is most 111 
be deplored.—(Exchange.

The. congress of 
the United Stages ought to include in its 
membership speakers whose styles of 
diction and mariner of utterance should 
be fairly representative of American 
oratory—If there be any one- type ac- 
curately fitted by that phrase. Strictly 
speaking, there Is no such tyoe. 
If 
there were, it -would be a most com- 
posite man whose voice, manner and 
rhetoric would combine many localisms, 
harmonized into an acquired cosmopol- 
itanism. 
• • 
It is an old complaint that congres- 
sional oratory has degenerated. 
This 
is a criticism or a lament, according to 
the point of view. It is true or un- 
true, according to what you mean by 
congressional oratory. There have been 
for more than a generation no topics of 
discussion, appealing to both reason and 
sentiment, no topics charged with pas- 
sion and involving the unity or dismem- 
berment of the nation, such as stirred 
the depth- qf popular reeling and -vivi- 
fied the Intellects of Calhoun and Web- 
ster and Clay, or moved the soul of 
Lincoln to that Immortal speech at 
Gettysburg. 
More recent Issues have 
been concerned rather with material 


welfare than with moral principles. We 
have had to thresh out the tariff ques- 
tion. That is essentially a business 
question, though very big and as the 
nation 
has learned, of vital 
conse- 
quence.

If a new situation arises 
with a foreign government it must not 
be touched lest the foreign government 
itself might act in a manner without 
precedent, and then there would be 
confusion worse confounded In every 
club where the professional practition- 
ers of government gather. The action 
of Secretary Hay in Insisting upon "the 
Open Door" policy in China for all the 
countries of the earth 
equally, while 
European nations cowered before Rus- 
sia, was regarded as something bold 
almost beyond conception. If It would 
not mean war, it would mean the .hu- 
miliation of retreat from the position 
assumed, and the withered old experts 
on precedent turned up case after case 
of where. Russia had ignominlously 
flouted other nations that had sought 
to make her deal justly with them. 


Yet "the open door" policy triumphed 


and will continue at any cost. Then 
came the era of what 
was termed 
"shirtsleeve diplomacy," which acquired 
its name largely from the fact that the 
subjects to be disposed of were gone at 
as matters of .business that should be 
settled promptly and on exact terms. 
The worshippers of 
precedent were 
shocked and predicted failure.. That 
was not the way in which they would 
have gone about It, and they could cite' 
a thousand instances to prove that 


diplomacy abhorred business methods. 
Still, this "shirtsleeve diplomacy" tri- 
umphed, and without the war or even 
the bad feeling with which they were 
certain it would ' be attended. Now 
comes the fear that President Roosevelt 
by his intention to forward through 
the regular diplomatic channels a re- 
spectful petition from 
American citi- 
zens to the czar on a matter which not 
only has aroused the sympathy of the 
whole civilized world but which, if offi- 
cial reports are to be credited, has en- 
listed the sympathy of the czar himself, 
may furnish the opportunity for insult 
to this nation and may cause Russia to 
clash with us in Manchuria. This Is not 
the first time.in which our diplomacy 
has been called in question at home and 
abroad, and yet it has succeeded sin- 
gularly well. 


Up to the present moment the pro- 
ceedings in the matter of the Kishenev 
petition have simply been fencing out- 
side the field of diplomacy. Russia first 
used the' foils when, through Count 
Casalni, a statement was sent broadcast 
that the forwarding of the petition 
would be regarded as an insult and that 
it would be returned. 
Then "a high 


official," whom every one knew to be 
the president, answered that .the. peti- 
tion would be sent, and coupled with it 
was a statement that no threat would 
deter'the action and that Russia's con- 
duct in Manchuria was not in 'harmony 
wiyi that* alleged friendliness which 
WWJd, shield, ye from what it would in- 
terpret as a hostile step.

Vergne, vice president and general man- 
ager; E. P. Shove secretary and treas- 
urer -and Sherwood Aldrich chairman 
of the executive committee: . 
Interesting Report. 


The -report of 
Sherwood Aldrich, 


chairman of the executive committee, 
was a review of the operation of the 
mine and the affairs of the company 
from May 31, 1902 to May'31, 1903. Col- 
onel Aldrich explained that "the year 
dates from May 31, 1902 to May 31, 1903, 
but In fact we did not take hold of 
the mine until July 14. so that what I 
shall say covers only from that date."

While In many Institutions it appears 
that the women students excel the men 
in scholarship by about 10 per cent on 
the average, the testimony of most of 
those Interviewed wias to tha effect that 
scholarship records rtln comparatively 
even between -men and women. 
The 
average grades In most of the coeduca- 
tional Institutions are In fact closely 
parallel. 
' 
If women are attaining higher schol- 
arship than men in the colleges at this 
.time It is probably due as President 
Wbrthrup of the University of Minne- 
sota says, to conscientious and faith- 
ful work rather than to superior abil- 
ity.—(Chicago Record-Herald.

Girls in Paris. 


A meeting In connection with Miss 


Leigh's homes in Paris was heKT yester- 
day, (June 23) at 11 Harrington garden's, 
London, under the presidency of the 
Rey. Dr. Adams, late chaplain at Christ 
church, Neuilly. Mrs. i'ravers Lewis, 
;Miss Ada Leigh,) who founded the 
Parisian homes 30 years ago, gave an 
interesting historical 
sketch 
of 
the 


work of the last: SO years, and In the 
course of her narrative described, the 
jerll of English girls who went over to 
France to situations provided for them 
by irresponsible registration agents. 
,- 


There was in England and France a. 
secret 
system of intercommunication 


between agents by which English girls 
were enticed across the channel on the 
pretext of obtaining remunerative eltr 
jations in French houses, only; to find 
:hat they had been deceived, and thus 
fail Into the hands of vicious men and 
women. Mrs. Lewis earnestly pressed 
upon applicants for situations the need 
of full and reliable Inquiry, and the 
avoidance of any but the best authenti- 
cated registration bureaus. 
Some tragic stories were told of the 


fate of English girls who had been 
trapped Into accepting situations, only 
to find themselves betrayed. She called 
particular attention to peculiarities of 
French law In relation to domestic serv- 
ice, and the power this law gave to 
mistresses over servants. Thus, refusal 
to obey any command whatever in the 
presence of a witness subjected the de- 
linquent to the possibility of instant 
dismissal. The neglect to apply for 
wages monthly led to the loss of all ar- 
rears of pay. The foolish practice of 
changing the surname which so many 
English girls in France affect caused 
them to be lost sight 
of altogether 


when they changed their residence, or 
situation. 
The home erected in 1874, in 
which 


Miss Leigh carries on her beneficent 
work, has sheltered 12,400 young wo- 
men, and during the past year 827 have 
found temporary refuge In the various 
Institutions associated with the home. 
Of these 305 came direct from England, 
the remainder were English girls from 
various departments In France who had 
found their situations either .distasteful 
of morally dangerous. Associated with 
the central home In the Avenue Wag- 
rain, there Is a home for dally and un- 
employed governesses; 
a 
home for 


young women apprenticed in shops; a 
home for ladies' maids and nurses seek- 
ing situations; a sanatorium; .a free 
registry for those who are seeking sit- 
uations, and various religious agencies. 


Miss Leigh appealed for greater help 


financially, and especially for lady helb- 
efs, permanently and temporarily, in 
the Institutions under her care. 
The Rev. J. A. Fleming, In a short 
speech, supported Miss Leigh's appeal

non has no intention of limiting the 
work which might be clone at the extra 
session. The first named course, how- 
ever, is more probable, and it is be- 
lieved that us soon as the Cuban treaty 
is disposed of, the extra session will ad- 
journ so as to give, if possible, an In- 
terval of a week or two between the 
two sessions. Members are

regular meeting should not Immediately 
follow, the expiration of the extra ses- 
sion. An extra session of congress of 
only two or three weeks' duration is 
profitable, especially for those members 
whose mileage and expenses form a 
very considerable and needed addition 
to their regular congressional incomes. 


Geological Survey. 


The director of the United States geo- 


logical survey has apportioned the work 
for the present fiscal year, and the pro- 
gram covers the entire country from 
Maine to California, from Florida to 
Washington. This, of course, is exclu- 
sive of the work to be done by 
the 


reclamation division under Mr. Newell, 
and relates en.tireiy to the purely geo- 
logical investigations. In Oregon, Prof. 
I. C. Russell will make a geological rec- 
onnaissance of the central part of the 
state to furnish data for the hydro- 
graphic division. In Arizona, Dr. T. A. 
Jagger will complete the map of t!ie 
Bradshaw mountains. In Nevada, Mr. 
J. E. Spurr, assisted by Leon Dominian, 
will complete the economic investigation 
of the Tonopah mining district and re- 
vise the maps of the Silver Peak dis- 
trict. In Utah, Mr. John M. Boutwell, 
assisted by Lester H. Wolsey, will com- 
plete the investigation of the mining 
geology of the Park City district, am 
make a preliminary examination of the 
Coalvllle district. Dr. T. W. Stanton 
will visit various lower triassic locali- 
ties in northern Utah. 
In Idaho, Dr 
F. L. RanEome, assisted by F. C. Calk- 
ins, will, study the Coeur d'Alene min- 
ing district. Prof. I. C. Russell wll 
visit western Idaho to co-operate with 
the Irrigation forces, and Dr. Stanton 
will visit lower triassic localities ii 
the southern part of the state.

STOCK LETTER. 


In compliance with the motion by 
Judge Hubbard, Judge Seeds allowed 
five days within which to file,a motion 
for a new trial and in the meantime the 
eentence of the jury will be suspended. 
The penalty, as prescribed by the jury 
will stand unless a new trial is di- 
rected. If the verdict is undisturbed. 
King will be taken to Canon City, there 
to be hanged by the warden of the 
penitentiary. Sheriff Gilbert will go 
•with him, and according to the provis- 
ion of the law, will be a witness to the 
execution, so that he can make a prop- 
er return to the court. 
After the close of the case last night, 
King was hand-cuffed and taken back 
to the county jail, where he will remain 
until taken to Canon City. Deputy Jail- 
er Larrabee said later that King went 
to sleep shortly after he was put in 
his cell, and was sleeping as peacefully 
as^though the death penalty had never 
been pronounced upon him. 


The Closing Arguments. 


The argument for the defense con- 
cluded at noon. Judge Hubbard urged 
in his argument that the jury should 
not find a verdict of murder in the first 
degree for the reason that King was 
acting under the overpowering influ- 
ence of a jealous passion, which for 
the time being dethroned his reason and 
made him unaccountable for his deed 
He and Attorney Dolph took up the en- 
tire forenoon In presenting their argu- 
ments for 
the defense, 'which 
were 
mainly pleas for a mitigation of pun- 
ishment. 
Assistant prosecuting Attorney T. J 
Black in closing for the prosecution 
took up the argument concerning jeal- 


ousy, made by Judge Hubbard. 
He 
said, "Gentlemen of the .Jury, the. fact 
that husband and wife cannot agree 
does,not give the husband the right to 
murder. If this were granted, It would 
also necessarily follow that the wife 
would have the right to kill the hus- 
]and. Imagine such a condition if you 
can. 
The law does not recognize such 
a right and never will, and In'the ren- 
dering of a> verdict in this case you 
should not be swayed by any such false 
theories. In closing, I wish to urge up- 
on you the necessity of taking all the 
evidence into consideration. Remember 
the defendant 
Is entitled 
to certain 
rights and certain presumptions of law 
In his favor, and I desire that you give 
him the benefit of those rights and pre- 
sumptions. 
Remember also that the 
people have rights and thait In the sign- 
Ing of your verdict you must consider 
them." Instructions to Jury. 


Mr. Black's argument was followed by 
the reading of the instructions to the 
jury. They embodied the various forcos 
of verdicts which,could be signed, ac- 
cording to the decision of the jury. The 
verdict of murder in the first degree, 
was left blank as to punishment, the 
jury having the power to say whether 
the punishment should be death, or life 
imprisonment at hard latoor. 
During the arguments to the jury, .the 
prisoner was as completely composed 
us he had been throughout the trial 
After the case was given to the jury 
he was taken Into the sheriff's office to 
await the verdict. He did not seem to 
be disturbed any more than he hac 
been at the first, and laughed and 
talked to those in the office. '
